BAG MAKERS IN SESSION. 


They Have Come ‘Together to Consider 
a Pooling Plan to Better Conditions. 


Representatives of the Leading Companies Are Trying to Reach 
a Basis of Agreement in Regard to Grading Their Products 
As a Preliminary to a Uniform Advance in Prices. 


Meetings of the principal paper bag manufacturers of the coun- 
try are being held this week at the Imperial Hotel, New York, 
opening at Io a. m. on Tuesday, to consider the Parks pooling plan 
as a means of eliminating the present methods of selling bags at 
ridiculously low figures, and if possible to form a permanent asso- 
ciation and advance prices on all grades to a uniform figure. 

About six months ago Mr. Parks approached a number of the 
manufacturers and laid before them his plans for forming an asso- 
ciation. His plan appealed so forcibly to these manufacturers that 
they agreed to advance sufficient money to carry on a campaign 
with the object of inducing the bag makers to join in a pooling plan. 
Since that time Mr. Parks has been able to gather a number of 
new recruits, all willing to join the movement for a uniform ad- 
vance. 

The meeting was called by Mr. Parks, and it is believed that he 
has secured sufficient signatures to warrant the organizing of an 
effective association. About twenty of the largest manufacturers 
are represented at the meeting this week, including the majority 
of those who were members of the old United States Paper Bag 
Manufacturers’ Association. 

On Monday of this week the Union Bag and Paper Company 
and the Continental Paper Bag Company advanced prices about 
15 per cent. on two grades of the cheap manila bags, effective imme- 
diately. The new discounts for the two companies are as follows: 

Union Bac AND Paper CoMPANy. 

Empire (flat and square), advanced to 80 and 10, with extra 5 
per cent. for car lots. 

Empire Standard (flat and square), advanced to 80, with extra 5 
per cent. in car lots. 

CoNnTINENTAL Paper BaG Company. 

Special (flat and square), advanced to 80 and 10, with extra 5 
per cent. for car lots. 

Standard (flat and square), advanced to 80, with extra § per 
cent. for car lots. 

This move on the part of the two largest manufacturers of bags 
in the country preceding the meeting of the other manufacturers 
was not only done because of the present condition of the raw ma- 
terial market, but also to show -their attitude on the quesfion of 
prices to the other manufacturers. 

The Union Bag and Paper Company is not represented at the 
meetings, but it is understood that it will maintain prices with the 
others. The Continental Company is represented, but it is said it 
will not become a member of any association, preferring to work 
independently on an agreement basis. The meeting, after being in 


session all day Tuesday, was adjourned until Wednesday. The 
time of Tuesday’s meeting was taken up by the submitting of re- 
ports on the conditions of the plants, cost of manufacture, prices 
of raw materials and various other items which will have to be 
considered before any definite action can be taken toward making 
an advance which will be at the same time uniform. There will 
be a basis of cost agreed upon, and then the different kinds of bags 
will be graded according to weight, quality, etc. The discussion 
was continued at Wednesday’s session. 

A number of the manufacturers present declared that they would 
not join unless the Continental Paper Bag Company joined or 
unless the company made an ironclad agreement with the proposed 
association. All the manufacturers seem anxious to join, as they 
are being forced to it by the advance in bag papers. They freely 
admit that something has got to be done, as they are losing money 
at present prices, and it is predicted that before the meeting is 
finally adjourned a permanent association will have been formed 
and prices advanced. If this should be the case the advance on the 
special and standard grades will probably be 15 per cent., the same 
as the Union and Continental prices, while on the white grades the 
advance will be about 20 to 25 per cent., according to present in- 
dications.. Whether the organization is perfected or not a gen- 
eral advance may be expected, as the manufacturers are deter 
mined to raise prices in any event

Complaint in Casein Case Dismissed.

Collins Manufacturing Company, also of this city. 

The action was taken for alleged infringement of rights in the 
process of manufacture, but was dismissed as being without founda- 
tion by Judge Holland.

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DIVIDEND ON AMERICAN WRITING. 


The Directors of the Company Declare a Dividend of | Per 
Cent. on the Preferred Stock to Be Paid Next April—lt 
Is the First Dividend on the Stock. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Hotyoke, Mass., October 8, 1906.—The directors of the American 
Writing Paper Company have decided to pay a 1 per cent. divi- 
dend on the preferred stock of the company, which amounts to 
$12,500,000 par value. The dividend will therefore amount to 
$125,000 for the company to provide before next April, when it is 
understood that the dividend is to be- paid. This is the first divi- 
dend to be paid by the company on its preferred stock, although 
it is a cumulative stock. Ferry. 

The action of the directors of the American Writing Paper Com- 
pany, says the Wall Street Journal, in declaring a dividend of 1, 
per cent. on the company’s preferred stock is in line with the deci- 
sion reached by the directors last March, when it was decided to set 
aside the surplus of the company for the year ended December 31, 
1905, for the benefit of the preferred stockholders. This surplus 
amounted to $264,635, which is equal to 2.11 per cent. on the 
$12,500,000 outstanding preferred. 

The company’s preferred stock is 7 per cent. cumulative and also 
has preference as to distribution of assets. Although the company 
was organized in 1899, however, the dividend just declared is the 
first one, the back dividends now amounting to nearly 50 per cent., 
or $6,250,000. The company also has outstanding $11,500,000 com- 
mon stock. 

During the year ended last December the company’s earnings 
were not so large as for the years 1904 and 1903. After making 
provision for sinking fund requirements the year’s surplus was still 
further decreased. 

The net surplus for each of the last four years and the per- 
centage earned on the preferred stock follow:

The company’s profit and loss surplus December 31 last amounted 
to $1,502,047, as compared to $1,237,410 the previous year, $1,130,634 
on December 31, 1903, and $1,630,949 on December 31, 1902. 


Shortage of Men Blocking Traffic at Pittsburg. 

Pirrspurc, Pa., October 3, 1906.—Unless the Pennsylvania and 
the Baltimore & Ohio railroads are able to secure additional em- 
ployees a congestion of cars, which will be as serious as that of 
1903, is feared. Probably for the first time in history the rail- 
roads are seriously handicapped on account of a shortage of men, 
and the only thing that they can blame it on is the general pros- 
perity. The congestion has become such a serious matter in 
this district that much freight is being diverted to other lines, so 
that it will not have to pass through the Pittsburg district. In 
this way the congestion is being somewhat relieved, but it is still 
becoming more serious every day.

Dayton, Ohia@ October 9, 1906.—This week Supervisor Johnson 
began opening bids for binders’ boards and straw boards lined with 
paper, and the figures he received by competitive bidding showed 
the sagacity of his move and the wisdom of changing the methods 
followed by his predecessor. The records show, according to the 
claim, that on March 26 former Supervisor Slater purchased from 
J. E. Brelsford, of thts city, 475 bundles of binders’ boards at the 
uniform weight of 50 pounds to the bundle, and that they were 
paid for at the rate of $64 per ton. 

Three bids just received by Supervisor Johnson give low fig- 


ures of $32.50 per ton and the highest at $37.50 per ton, the quality 
being the same. This was naturally a surprise, and it was de- 
cided to perpetrate other surprises, so the paper trade may expect 
many orders from the Buckeye State. It is understood that the 
lowest bidders, a firm of Tonawanda, N. Y., offered to deliver the 
goods free on board Columbus. A bid of $32 per ton was re- 
ceived from a Chicago firm for lined straw board, though $60 per 
ton was paid a Dayton firm for 150 bundles some months ago.

Four Hurt in Mill Explosion. 

Cuinton, la., October 8, 1906.—lFour employees at the Clinton 
Paper Mill were injured, one perhaps fatally, in an explosion last 
week. The men had removed the plug of the engine, a great 
hollow air tight cylinder, and were heating it over a fire in the 
paper mill yard, with the object of burning out the stock from 
between the knives, to remove them for sharpening. The air 
within the cylinder became heated and the end was blown from the 
big funnel shaped tube with an intonation that broke windows in 
the houses adjoining. The plug was thrown 15 feet into the air, 
and the fragments of the end were blown into the river 500 feet 
away. 


New Company to Take Over M. & Erie Canal Franchise.

Dayton, Ohio, October 8, 1906.—The Lake and River Trans- 
portation Company, of Hamilton, was incorporated Saturday by 
the following men from Cleveland: W. G. Whiting, Attorney C. 

The 
object of the formation of the company is to take over the electric 
mule franchise or the rights to operate the Lake Erie and Miami 
Canal by electric power. The formation of the new company is 
of especial interest to the paper trade, inasmuch as tradesmen have 
wanted cheaper freight rates for years, and have been deprived 
of them because of the inactivity of canal officials. M. V.

New Patented Sizing Process. 

A patent has just been allowed to A. W. Harrington, of Brook- 
lyn, N. Y., for a new method of sizing paper, whereby increased 
strength is imparted to the sheet and better color, higher finish and 
better blending qualities can be obtained. Added to these very 
desirable improvements over the old results, it is said that by Mr. 
Harrington’s process the cost of sizing is greatly reduced. 

Associated with Mr. Harrington, the patentee, in the ownership 
of the patented process are Frank Kimbark, manager of the Chi- 
cago branch of the Samuel Cupples Envelope Company; E. W. 
Howell, of the sales department of McEwan Brothers, New York, 
and the West Virginia Pulp and Paper Company, of New York. 
The latter company recently bought an interest in the patent, and 
intends giving it a test on a large scale at its Piedmont mill. To do 
this the company has this week ordered sent to Piedmont 2,000 
barrels of materials for that purpose. 

In addition to the interest created in the process in this country 
Mr. Harrington has this week received an order from the Vale

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RUBBER GOODS ADVANCED. 


Owing to the Increased Uses of Pure Para Rubber for Automo- 
bile Tires There Is Not Enough Rubber to Meet the De- 
mand—Duck Has Advanced 50 Per Cent. 


The price of all materials made of rubber were advanced 10 per 
cent. last week. This advance, the rubber goods concerns declare, 
represents but a small part of the actual increased cost of their 
raw materials. 

The cost of duck entering into rubber goods has been advanced 
50 per cent. within the past nine months. Even at the present high 
figures the rubber men say that the accpetance of an order for 
duck does not carry with it any guarantee of delivery. Besides the 
increased cost of duck, which is only incidental, there is not 
enough pure Para rubber to meet the present demand. This is due, 
so it is said, not to any falling off in the supply of rubber, but rather 
to its increased uses—for automobile tires, ete. 

With their two principal raw materials very difficult to get, at 
any price, the rubber belting, hose and packing companies are 
placed at a great disadvantage, as there is considerable uncertainty 
about their being able to secure enough rubber and duck with which 
to fill their orders. Naturally those that are part owners of rubber 
plantations are in a somewhat better position to care for their trade 
than their competitors. 


Receiver Appointed for Mt. Holly Paper Company. 

CaRLISLE, Pa., October 9, 1906.—The Mt. Holly Paper Company 
on Thursday of last week went into the hands of receivers, on ap- 
plication of Charles H. Mullen, president, who, with James A. 
Steese, of Mt. Holly, was named to take charge of its affairs. The 
Farmers Trust Company secured the receivers for $300,000. No 
statement of liabilities has been filed. The mills will be continued 
in operation. The company is a large producer of paper for the 
Government and employs 700 men. 





Mt. Holly Stationery and Printing Company Also Assigns. 

Car is_e, Pa., October 9, 1906.—The Mount Holly Stationery and 
Printing Company was placed in receiver's hands on Monday of 
this week. The liabilities are $50,000. 


New Felt Manufacturing Company Incorporated. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

PHILADELPHIA, October 9, 1906.—The first authentic information 
regarding the recent organization of the Gloucester Paper Mills 
Company and its purpose in securing control of the large mill 
property until lately operated by the Gloucester Gingham Mills 
Company was given today to a representative of THe Paper 
Trapve JourNAL by C. De B. Holten, of Holten & Collins, who will 
be president of the new $300,000 corporation. The names identi- 
fied with the venture as incorporators were given publicity as the 
real backers of the new enterprise. But it now develops that they 
merely conducted the legal preliminaries, and that a new and im- 
portant manufactory of deadening felts, saturated felts, sheathing 
papers and specialties has come into the field. Up to this time no 
publicity was given to the matter, because all the details had not 
been perfected. 

A charter for the Gloucester Mills Company recently was taken 
out by L. J. Donovan, C. D, Marte, of Camden, and J..T, Watson, 
of this city. But the real factors behind the new venture will be 
the following: President, C. De B. Holten; secretary, H. K. 
Paxson; treasurer, John A. Thompson; directors, these officers 
and E. W. Harner and George H. Grone. 

The Gloucester Paper Mills Company has an authorized capital 
of $300,000, with $200,000 paid in. It secured the mill and is 


now engaged in laying the foundations for the complete installa- 
tion of paper making machinery, for which the Moore & White 
Company has the contract. It is the expectation of President 
Holten that by the close of the year the mill will have an output 
of 15 tons per day of deadening felts, saturated felts, sheathing 
paper, and the line of specialties now controlled by the Holten & 
Collins Company. ‘ 

The new mills are admirably located at Gloucester, which is on 
the New Jersey side of the Delaware River, about 4 miles below 
Philadelphia. The ground covered by the property is 8 acres, 
and there is 150,000 square feet of floor space in the mill. It is 
situated within 100 feet of the Delaware River, affording fine 
shipping facilities. A siding of the Pennsylvania Railroad is now 
being laid. 

In every detail of equipment and installation the mill will be 
modern and complete. It will be an important element in this 
branch of trade, and in the very limited circle in which exact 
knowledge of the new venture has been received its position has 
been the subject of interested discussion. 

Mr. Holten is very widely known in trade circles, both through 
his connection with the Holten & Collins Company and his secre- 
taryship of the Paper Trade Association, of Philadelphia.

A New Canadian Mill Projected. 

KALAMAzoo, Mich., October 8, 1906.—W. C. Buckingham, of this 
city, for some time past has been at Toronto, Canada, investigating 
the possibilities for a paper mill located at that point. For many 
years Mr. Buckingham was connected with the old Kalamazoo 
Paper Company, but for a few years was treasurer of the Kala- 
mazoo Stationery Company until last January when he retired 
from the company. While at Toronto he was shown several 
places for sites for the mill along the river by Joseph E. Thompson, 
Commissioner of Industries. It is reported that the requirement 
of Mr. Buckingham was for 3 acres of land along the river front. 

If the mill is built wrapping paper and cardboard will be manu- 
factured. From a report received from the Canadian city there is 
every reason to believe that the mill will be built with Mr. Buck- 
ingham, of this city, at the head of the concern. Mr. Bucking- 
kam is a thorough paper mill man. It is expected that the mill will 
employ about 125 men when in operation.

Chicago Market Firm.

Local agents are not making any 
unusual effort to book orders, being content if their mills can get 
out what is already ordered. One of the oldest mill men in the 
country was in Chicago last week, and declared that the past month 
was the heaviest he had known during his experience. 

Quotations on book paper have been withdrawn by all of the 
Western mills. In general prices of book have advanced from 15 
to 25 cents per 100 pounds. Prices on cardboard, coated on one 
or two sides, have had a similar advance, and they are now from 
10 to 25 cents per 100 cards higher than a couple of weeks ago.

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“# prominent manufacturer interviewed today ly your correspond- 
ent, there are good reasons aside from the increased demand, 
which make it certain that all grades of paper dependent upon 
wood for their composition will necessarily advance in price. 
“Pulp wood is going to cost decidedly more next year than it 
did this year,” said this gentleman. “This applies to both spruce 
and hemlock. It is not due so much to shortage of supply this 
season, though this will have some effect. as a greater quantity 
than before will be needed next season, but it is primarily due 
to the increased demand constantly making itself felt for forest 
products of all kinds, and with the increase in prices generally of 
such products pulp wood is sympathetically affected. I do not 
know how much more pulp wood will cost exactly, but it will be 
a very decided advance. Such being the case I see nothing for it 
hut that paper prices must advance and stay advanced. I am told 
that print paper is likely to advance very soon, if it has not 
already done so in some instances. The advance will be prob- 
ably from 5 cents to 10 cents a hundred, so as to make the price 
just about 2 cents at the mill.” Fox River. 


Steady Growth in Orders in Philadelphia. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

PuILapetpHia, October 8, 1906.—The week's experience has been 
a very steady growth in the number of orders, though as a rule 
jobbers have not found a corresponding growth in volume. Large 
orders are reported to be just a little scarcer yet than the im- 
proved outlook would seem to suggest they should be. But there 
is entire confidence that it is only a matter of time when big orders 
will be as numerous and as easily secured, and without haggling 
over prices, as small ones now are. 

The chief element of interest has been the reported stiffening 
of quotations by mill men on fibre papers. In view of the action 
of the fibre makers an advance certainly was anticipated. But it 
has not appeared, and most of the jobbers believe that it will not 
and should not. 

For book papers the demand is steadily increasing, for wrapping 
the market is satisfactory, news is again steady and building papers 
are enjoying a tremendous demand, and at prices which yield some 
profit. Altogether the trade is quite well satisfied with the present, 
and is most hopeful regarding the future. E. R. G. 


Special Papers Higher in Toronto. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Toronto, Canada, October 8, 1906.—Paper prices do not show 
any material change.

Conditions in Miami Valley Very Satisfactory. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, October 9, 1906.—Reports from all parts of the 
valley are of the most encouraging character. It is doubtful if they 
could be of a more satisfactory nature, except for the congestion of 
railroad traffic, which is a decided bugbear. 

The low water conditions affecting some other localities are of 
small moment here, where water power was relegated long ago. 
However, there are a number of mill men who use water power in 
connection with steam, but very few depend upon the streams of 
the neighborhood. Most of these consumers are located along the 
canal, and they can be accommodated almost any time of the year. 
Coal prices are high enough, though there has been no marked 
change, and the cost of the raw materials is sufficiently high to 


warrant a steady increase in the finished product. The movement 
to boost the prices of book and kindred lines meets with the 
indorsement of the local trade, as almost any step to improve trade 
conditions is approved at this time. Better margins are enjoyed in 
almost all other lines, and the future looks brighter than for 
some time. 

In scanning local conditions it is found that the paper trade has 
enjoyed a greater increase over the corresponding period of the 
previous year than several other branches. A couple of plants were 
closed for a few days to admit of alterations and additions in 
machinery. M. V. 


Onion Skin Paper Dutiable at 25 Per Cent. Ad Valorem. 


In the decision handed down last week by Judge Finkelnburg, of 
the United States Circuit Court of Missouri, the action of the 
United States Board of Appraisers regarding the assessment of 
dyty on paper known as onion skin, and which is chiefly used for 
writing purposes, is reversed and the collector’s ruling affirmed. 
The merchandise was originally assessed under paragraph 402 of 
the tariff act of July, 1897. at 25 per cent. ad valorem as paper not 
specially provided for. The importers through their agent, Charles 
H. Wyman & Co., protested against this classification, claiming that 
it was dutiable at a much lower rate under paragraph 396 of said 
act as printing paper, suitable for books and newspapers. 

Pending this decision a number of New York protests were on 
the suspended files of the board, and it is now believed that these 
will shortly be taken up for decision. 


Explosion in Philadelphia Paper District. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

PHILADELPHIA, October 8, 1906.—Though the fatal explosion of 
illuminating gas in the Market street subway, at Sixth street, 
was in the very centre of the Philadelphia paper district, the 
accident was no tragedy for the trade. No house suffered dam- 
ages. On the other hand the trade furnished the only element of 
comedy in the sad occurrence. There is a clothing store at the 
corner, and it uses scores of dummies to display its wares. Dur- 
ing the height of the excitement attending the explosion the 
engineer at the warehouse of Irwin M. Megargee & Co., just op- 
posite the clothing store, rushed into the street, saw the dummies 


‘ piled helter skelter on the sidewalk and mistook them for the 


torsos of victims. As it was, there were eight deaths from the 
explosion, but not 100, as appeared to the paper man. _ E. R. G.

The Suit of the Paper Company Against the Santa Clara Lumber 
Company for Non-fulfillment of Contract Decided in Favor of 
the Plaintiff Company—About $1 75,000 Damages Involved. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Warertown, N. Y., October 9. 1906.—The Court of Appeals late. 
last week handed down a decision in favor of the St. Regis Paper 
Company, in the case of that company against the Santa Clara 
Lumber Company, for damages for non-fulfillment of a contract 
entered into in August, 1899, to deliver from 11,000 to 13,000 cords 
of rossed wood annually for ten years at the rate of 1,200 cords 
per month at $9 per cord. 

In April, 1900, the defendant company claimed a breach of con- 
tract on the part of the St. Regis Paper Company and refused to 
deliver any more wood, and later made a contract with the Brook- 
lyn Cooperage Company to sell 32,000 acres of land from which the 
pulp wood was to be taken. On account of the advance in the 
price of pulp wood the breaking of the contract involved a large 
loss to the St. Regis Company, and suit was brought to compel 
the Santa Clara Company to live up to the original agreement. 
The legal battle has been waged with varying success, the de- 
fendants having secured from the Appellate Division of the Third 
Department a decision adjudging the contract rescinded. This de- 
cision is now reversed by the highest court and means that there 
must be a specific performance of the contract or payment of 
about $175,000 in damages to the St. Regis Paper Company. Pur- 
cell, Burns & Purcell and Brown, Carlisle & McCartin, of this city, 
represented the St. Regis Company, and Senator George Malby, of 
Ogdensburg; Henry W. Jessup and others the defendant.

Libel Suit of New York and Pennsylvania Company Argued. 


Atpany, N. Y., October 9, 1906.—One of the cases argued before 
the Appellate Division of the Supreme Court last week at its last 
session at Saratoga Springs was the appeal in the action of the 
New York and Pennsylvania Company, plaintiff appellant, against 
Arnold H. Ellis, defendant respondent. The action was one for 
libel. On January 24, 1904, an article appeared in the New York 
Tribune, which purported to give in substance an interview given 
out by the defendant at the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel on the day 
previous. In the interview and published statement the defendant 
stated that the death of his sister, his own ill health and the 
ill health of his family were due to drinking the waters of Lake 
Champlain, which had been polluted by lime from the pulp mills 
of the plaintiff. The case was brought on for trial at the term 
in Essex County Supreme Court before Justice Henry T. Kellogg 
and a jury in the present year, and the complaint was dismissed.

The plant of the Glen Mills Paper Company, Glen Mills, Pa., has 
shut down for two weeks for the usual fall housecleaning period, 
during which time the boilers will be cleaned and the machinery 
put in the best of order for the winter season, which promises to 
be an exceptionally busy one. 

Frank H. Kimmey, of Syracuse, N. Y., has been awarded the 
contract for the erection of a factory building for the Montezuma 
Fibre Company at the junction of Seneca River and Frie Canal. 
The estimated cost is $22,000. The building is to be two stories 
high and 66x80 feet in dimensions. 

Forty boys employed as machine tenders in the two Marinette 
mills of the Menominee and Marinette Paper Company have 
struck because of an order to clean up the mill. Other employees 
struck in sympathy, and now all demand higher wages. The com- 
pany has secured a partial crew to take their places. 

The sulphite mill of the Island Paper Company, Menasha, Wis., 
was shut down a couple of days last week for repairs and the 
installation of a large new pulley. The reserve pulp wood pile 
of the Island Company has entirely disappeared, but the company 
is receiving wood by rail daily, which keeps the plant supplied. 

The Valley Iron Works Company, of Appleton, Wis., made a 
shipment last week of ten of the thirty-two beating engines it is 
making for the Barrett Manufacturing Company, of Peoria, Ill. 
Ten more of the engines will go forward in about a week, and 
the balance shortly afterward. These engines are particularly 
heavy and substantial machines. 

The Badger mill of the Kimberly & Clark Company, at Neenah, 
Wis., which has been undergoing remodeling for two or three 
months past, will be ready to go into operation again in about 
thirty days. All the machinery in the mill, including the water 
wheels, but excepting the paper machine, will be entirely new 
when the mill starts again. The grade made by the mill will be 
changed from print to railroad writings. 

Negotiations for the purchase and development of two water 
powers on the Peshtigo River, Wisconsin, mentioned in these col- 
umns a short time ago, have been successful, and the powers are 
to be harnessed immediately and made to furnish electricity for the 
cities of Green Bay, Marinette and Menominee. The powers are 
those at High Falls and Johnson Falls. Surveys preliminary to 
plans for power development are now under way. 

The explosion of a drying machine on the second floor of the 
Leo Box Factory, Varick and Bright streets, Jersey City, N. J.. 
last week, created a panic among the 175 girls employed on the 
four floors. The explosion did not more than $10 damage to the 
machine or the building, but the excited young women ran 
screaming to all exits. They crowded through the windows to the 
fire escapes, while other stampeded down the’ stairways. 

It is proposed to excavate a turning basin in the Government 
canal at Appleton, Wis., just below’ the intake of the paper mill 
of the Riverside Fibre and Paper Company, which will permit 
steamers to manceuvre more easily than at present. There is some 
question, however, as to whether the land proposed to be occupied 
belongs to the Governipent or the Green Bay and Mississippi Canal 
Company, and it ‘will proBably take the courts to settle it. The 
Government is preparing to do considerable work this winter along 
the river, for the improvement of navigation in the way of re- 
building locks and other work that can be prosecuted in cold 
weather. Dredges are now at work along many of the navigation 
channels. Navigation is growing greatly each year in volume and 
importance, and the Government is taking steps to keep pace with 
the demands made upon it. 


NOTES OF THE TRADE. 


C. G. Smith & Son, of Rockford, Ill, lost their entire stock, 
valued at $3,700, by fire last week. 

An involuntary petition in bankruptcy has been filed against the 
Ellis Printing Company, of Buffalo, N. Y. 

The A. H. Hart Company, twine manufacturer, of 96 Franklin 
street, New York, had its building damaged by fire last week. 

The Methodist Book Concern has granted the eight hour day to 
its 1,000 or more employees in its New York, Cincinnati and 
Chicago printing plants. 

Rechtman Brothers, paper dealers, have this week removed from 
54 Sumner avenue, Brooklyn, N. Y., to more spacious quarters at 
1055 Myrtle avenue, in the same city. 

The second fire in a day, an interval of only three hours elapsing 
between the two, broke out in the Royal Paper Supply Company, 
ata353 Canal street, Providence, R. I., one day last week. 

The Central Ohio Paper Company, of Columbus, Ohio, Friday 
night tendered its salesmen a thirty plate banquet at the Chitten- 
den Hotel, Columbus. President O. A. Miller and others made 
addresses. 

The Globe Register Company, of Cincinnati, Ohio, was thrown 
into bankruptcy court proceedings Thursday. The Whitaker Paper 
Company, which has a claim against it for $2,843.31, is one of the 
petitioning creditors. 

The firm of T. F. McIlvane & Co., of Langhorne, Pa., manufac- 
turers of wall paper, have begun operations toward erecting a new 
building. This building, which is to be of stone, four stories high, 
is almost opposite the Reading Company's depot. It will be 50x400 
feet, and is to contain the most modern machinery in the market. 

J. C. Haviland, representing the District of Columbia Paper 
Company, of Washington, D. C., is in New Orleans to look over 
the local situation, with the object of establishing an agency in that 
city. This is Mr. Haviland’s first visit to New Orleans, and he is 
carefully looking into conditions in that section. He says that a 
peculiarity is that the best bond papers are not used in that terri- 
tory. He says he knows of no reason for this condition, but that it 
exists just the same. The Southern States are prosperous, and 
there are reports of good business everywhere. Mr. Haviland will 
remain several days longer before completing his mission, and will 
then visit other principal cities in the South. 

The Gerard-Stormfeltz-Loveley Company have sold to the De- 
troit Bag Company, of Detroit, a factory site, bounded by Mc- 
Kinstry avenue, Annexation street and the Michigan Central Rail- 
road, containing about 2% acres, having a frontage on McKinstry 
of 240 feet by 250 feet on Annexation avenue and 265 feet front- 
age on the Michigan Central Railroad, and admirably adapted 
for a factory site. Under the management of A. W. Maynes this 
concern has grown beyond the fondest expectations. Mr. Maynes, 
who went to Detroit from Cleveland to take charge of the com- 
pany’s business, which is a branch of the Cleveland-Akron Bag 
Company, is entitled to great credit for the upbuilding of the busi- 
ness of this company. 

A bill in equity was filed by the W. W. McBride Paper Com- 
pany, of Pittsburg, Pa., asking for a receiver for the Pittsburg 
Label Company, which also controls the Pennsylvania Label Com- 
pany, and who, it is alleged, are both insolvent. The defendants 
join in the petition, admitting insolvency, and the court named the 
Guarantee Title and Trust Company to take charge of the affairs 
of both concerns. In the bill filed it is stated that the plaintffs 
are creditors to the amount of $15,000 with the label company. The 
floating indebtedness, it is alleged, is $38,000. They are also liable 
for a $48,500 mortgage on the plant of the Pennsylvania Label 
Company, a $50,000 corporation, all the stock Mf which is held by 
the Pittsburg Label Company. Both plants ar Lawrenceville.

As paper is now being 
made in an experimental way from cornstalks, the following is 
interesting, as it seems to hold out a promise that ink will be forth- 
coming from the same source: David Anderson, a farmer of 
Joelton, Tenn., is raising a crop of corn which promises much 
greater money returns than ordinary field corn, The yield in ears 
is equal to that of any other corn, and it is a sweet, excellent table 
corn. But the stalks are not of the usual color. The stalks appear 
at first glance to be covered with purple dye, and the cap is of 
the same dark hue. From one stalk as much as a pint and half 
can be obtained, and the fluid makes permanent writing ink, rich 
purple in color. Mr. Anderson has been experimenting for ten 
years in the endeavor tg grow corn with dark purple sap, which 
could be converted cheaply mto a good quality of ink, and he be- 
lieves he has at last He has a half acre patch, the 
result of a decade of experimenting, and is confident that the ink

When this task is fin- 
ished a uniform andvance may be looked for. Already a beginning 
in this respect has been made by the two big factors in the bag 
trade—the Union Bag and Paper Company and the Continental 
Paper Bag Company. No doubt the smaller companies will fol- 
low suit in short order. 

That the Parks pooling plan still retains its popularity in the 
paper trade is evidenced by the fact that the bag men have sought 
its saving graces in their extremity.

On page 46 of this issue will be found the compiled statistics of 
the Department of Commerce and Labor, with reference to the 
imports and exports of paper, ete., during the month of August and 
for the eight months ended August 31, 1906, including the figures 
for the same periods last year. A comparison of the import and 
export figures on paper will show that both our imports and ex- 
ports have increased considerably, with the balance of trade still 
In August, 1906, 


our imports of paper amounted to $791,338 in value, as compared 


in our favor and growing larger each month. 
with $588,224 for August, 1905, an increase of $203,114. For the 
eight months ended August 31, 1906, our imports of paper were 
valued at $5,057,464, as against $3,993,543 for the eight months 
ended August 31, 1905, a gain of $1,063,921. During August, 1906, 
we increased our imports from Belgium, France, Germany, “Other 
Europe,” Japan and “Other” Countries. The only decrease shown 
is with the United Kingdom. 

The figures for last August show that our exports of paper 
amounted to $964,237 in value, as against $784,723 for August, 
1905, an increase of $179,514. In the eight months ended August 
31, 1906, our exports were valued at $7,103,586, and in the eight 
months ended August 31, 1905, they had a valuation of $5,771,945. 
a gain for the former period of $1,331,641. 

In comparing our exports of paper to the different countries 
for 1905 and 1906 we find that we increased our business with 
the United Kingdom from $1,524,301 to $1,851,275; with Belgium

PRODUCING CELLULOSE, NEW METHOD. 


Sir William Mather, of England, Has Been Granted a Patent for 
a Method of Treating Vegetable Fibres in Bulk with an 
Aniline Solution, Water, Chlorine Gas and Air. 


A patent has recently been taken out by Sir William Mather, 
LL. D., a member of the well known engineering firm of Mather 
& Platt, of the Salford Iron Works, Manchester, England, for 
improvements in the manufacture of cellulose from vegetable fibre. 
It will be remembered that in the specifications of patent No. 
24,542, of 1902, granted to the late Dr. Carl Kellner, there is de- 
scribed a process for the manufacture of cellulose, according to 
which the portions of the plants treated with water, or with milk 
of lime, or with a weak alkaline solution, are submitted to the action 
of chlorine gas, whereby the incrusting substances (lignines) are 
submitted to such an intensive oxidation or chlorination that by 
treating the same with hot water, or, if necessary, with milk of 
lime or with a weak alkaline solution, the said incrusting sub- 
stances can be removed. According to that specification the por- 
tions of plants from which cellulose is to be produced are treated 
with water, or, preferably, with milk of lime or with a very weak 
solution of an alkaline carbonate or hydroxide, and, after the ex- 
cess of liquid has been removed by means of a hydroextractor or 
otherwise, as (for example) by pressing, the portions of plants 
under treatment are subjected to the action of chlorine gas; which 
action, together with that of the heat of solution or of combination 
evolved by the absorption or combination of the chlorine gas by 
the liquids contained in the portions of plants under treatment, 
causes the incrusting substances (lignines) to be oxidized so ex- 
tensively as to convert them into substances which, while in many 
cases completely soluble in hot water, are in all cases completely 
soluble in very weak alkaline liquids. It is stated in the specifica- 
tion that in practically carrying out the process care must be taken 
that the parts of plants under treatment are promptly removed 
from the chlorinating vessel as soon as they have been completely 
permeated by chlorine gas, since the cellulose (vegetable fibre) 
would otherwise be converted into oxy-cellulose, and simultane- 
ously chlorinated in various stages; also that such oxidized or 
chlorinated fibres are very brittle, and are of little value for sub- 
sequent treatment. 

Sir William Mather’s invention has reference to a method where- 
by cellulose suitable for the manufacture of paper, guncotton and 
for other useful purposes can be economically produced on a com- 
mercial scale from vegetable fibres (including various grasses not 
heretofore so used that grow in different parts of the world) by 
treating the same in bulk in a practically continuous manner with- 
out handling or disturbing the bulk during or between the various 
stages of the process or series of successive operations necessary. 
To this end the raw unspun vegetable fibre to be treated (which 
may be, for examples, flax straw or cotton hulls) is suitably broken 
and prepared as well understood, a convenient quantity of it is 
placed between appropriate upper and lower retaining sieves or 
perforated diaphragms within a suitable chamber or cell, one of 
a plurality of such, arranged to constitute part of a liquid and 
gas circulating system, and provided with a suitable cover, and, 
without removal from this chamber or cell, the fibre is subjected 
to treatment, in proper succession, with weak alkaline solution, 
water, chlorine gqs and air, the appropriate supply of each of which 
under efficient contral is conveyed in such a manner (preferably 
in alternating directions) through the chamber or cell that prac- 
tically every portion of the fibre within the chamber or cell will, 
at each successive treatment, be simultaneously thoroughly per- 
meated with and uniformly acted upon by the particular liquid 
or gas appropriate to that stage of the process, whereby the produc- 
tion of cellulose by chlorination is completed without intermediate 
handling or removal of the fibre, which suffers no disturbance 
within the chamber or cell other than such as naturally results from 


agitation produced by the passage of the liquids or gases them- 
selves. In order that each of the several successive applications of 
chemical liquid or gas to the fibre shall be thoroughly effective, the 
fibre is prepared therefor, after each chemical treatment and pre- 
paratory to the succeeding one, by washing the fibre free to the 
required extent from the previous reagent, thoroughly draining the 
fibre, and then passing in contact therewith a current of air, so as 
to uniformly reduce the moisture and leave the fibre in a subse- 
quently loose or open and dry condition to render it extremely sus- 
ceptible to further uniform treatment. The chambers or cells are 
constructed of suitable materials, such (for example) as stone or 
slate, to withstand the chemical action of the liquids and gases em- 
ployed and are provided with inlet and outlet apertures and pas- 
sages for establishing as required communication with suitable fluid 
circulating means, through pipes or conduits so arranged that com- 
munication between the whole or any less number of the individual 
chambers or cells, as an entity, and both the circulating apparatus 
and the liquid or gas supplying contrivances can be readily estab- 


« lished in such wise that the required efficient circulation of the 


liquid or gas over or through the material to be treated therewith 
can be effected by the circulating apparatus as set forth. 

The raw unspun vegetable fibre having been placed in these 
cells, and the upper sieves and lids having been placed in position, 
the cells are supplied with a solution at suitable temperature of 
very weak alkali; the direction of flow being reversed one or more 
times during the operation, according to requirement. It has been 
found, for example, when treating flax straw that satisfactory re- 
sults can be obtained by using weak alkali at a temperature of about 
or under boiling point for a period of about two hours, more or 
less, according to the condition of the fibre. After this treatment, 
the alkali is drawn off, and the fibre is well washed by water circu- 
lation in one direction or in opposite directions; after which the 
water, assisted by the application of plenum or partial vacuum or 
both, is very thoroughly drained from the fibre. It has been found 
that by continuously blowing through the fibrous mass for about 
an hour air at a pressure of half a pound to the square inch or 
thereabouts and upward, according to circumstances, the fibre may 
be deprived of moisture sufficiently for subsequent treatment with 
gas and chemical liquids, and that if partial vacuum be also em- 
ployed removal of moisture may be accelerated. After the treat- 
ment with alkali and subsequent washing and draining, as set 
forth, the fibre is subjected to the action of a current of chlorine 
gas. 

As in the Kellner process already referred to, according to the 
present invention the chlorine gas is, practically speaking, wholly 
relied upon for rendering soluble the insoluble matter of the fibre 
associated with the cellulose proper; but in carrying out on a 
comemrcial scale, as heretofore proposed, the process forming the 
subject of Kellner’s patent, there has been experienced great diffi- 
culty in providing for the proper control of the action of the 
chlorine, a disadvantage it is an object of the present invention to 
obviate or mitigate; to which end the chlorine is diluted with air, 
a large volume of comparatively weak gas (chlorine and air) is 
employed, and its action upon the fibre is so controlled that with 
its aid Sir William is enabled to produce on a manufacturing scale 
cellulose in a fibrous state and of practically uniformly good qual- 
ity. During the treatment the direction of flow of the chlorine gas 
is reversed one or more times, according to requirement. With the 
object of avoiding introduction to the fibre of chlorine in excess of 
that required, the gas, suitably diluted with air, may be admitted in 
measured quantity, as for example by being caused to pass through 
a meter to the circulatory system, such admission being advan- 
tageously made on the suction side of the pump. The pump may 
be thus used in drawing in the gas. After the requisite quantity 
of gas and air has been admitted and a uniform and suitably strong 
mixture has become distributed throughout the circuit, rapid circu- 
lation of the gaseous mixture is effected by the pump. Or the

measured quantity of chlorine might be contained in a reservoir 
or vessel of known capacity at any given pressure, after the fashion, 
for example, of a gasometer, from which it could be conveyed to 
the fibre in the manner described in the previous example. 

In order to obviate or minimize the formation of injurious chlo- 
rination products, it is important that the gas be kept cool during 
the earlier stages of chlorination, and while at its greatest strength, 
and that any rise in temperature should be permitted only as the 
strength of the gas decreases, so that the complete or practically 
complete absorption of the chlorine may be effected gradually, and

that only air shall remain in the circuit at the end of the operation. 
Suitable apparatus for cooling and regulating the temperature of 
the gas may comprise a vessel containing pipes through which the 
circulating gas is caused to pass and which may be surrounded 


.with water at a suitable temperature according to requirement. 


When all the chlorine gas is absorbed by the fibre the latter should 
be flooded by promptly filling the cells with water. Sometimes 
chlorine gas somewhat in excess of that required to convert the 
fibre may be circulated through and among the fibre until the lat- 
ter has been sufficiently acted upon. In such case all the free gas 
left in the chambers or cells should then be immediately forced out 
or displaced, as for example by utilizing the pump to rapidly pass 
water upward through the material till the whole is immersed and 
the gas discharged through a pipe to a suitable receptacle, thus 
avoiding waste. In egher of the above described cases it is to be 
understood that directly th® fibre has been sufficiently acted upon by 
chlorine gas the fibre is flooded with water, and simultaneously, or 
While it is still flooded, water is circulated for washing the mass 
with addition of fresh water as required. In this connection it is 
to be noted that should the chlorine be allowed to remain in con- 
tact with the fibre, conversion into oxycellulose and simultaneous 
chlorination in various stages would be very liable to occur, and to 
considerably injure or impair the product. Provision may be made 


for converting any excess of chlorine driven out of the apparatus 
into chloride of lime. 

After treatment of the fibre with gas, as above described, washing 
with water and removal of excess of moisture, it is subjected to fur- 
ther treatment with alkali solution (soda ash, for example) in the 
manner already described, followed by efficient washing of the 
fibre. The product will now be in suitable condition to be bleached, 
if desired. In the event of any portions of fibre being insufficiently 
treated, such can be arrested by passing the treated material 
through perforated diaphragms or sieves of sufficient fineness. If 
the treated material is to be dried, the preparatory final washing 
may conveniently be effected in an open fixed tank, such, for ex- 





ample, as a “potcher” in a way usual in pulp washing. In the 
portable apparatus hereinafter described a plurality of chambers 
or cells is embodied in a vehicle adapted to be moved, according to 
requirement, into suitable relation to any particular source of fluid 
and circulating means, and to be rapidly connected thereto or dis- 
connected therefrom; but it is to be understood that the chambers 
or cells employed might be stationary, so long as provision be 
made for supplying thereto the necessary liquids and gases in 
proper sequence to produce cellulose as described. 

Referring to the accompanying illustrative drawings (Figs. 1 and 
6 are to a smaller scale than the rest), Fig. 1 is a diagrammatic 
plan showing vehicles A, the body of each of which is a tank di- 
vided into several cells, and adapted to be moved along rails or 
ways b at different points c, d, e, f, along which there are arranged 
appropriate contrivances with means for connecting up to the sev- 
eral cells, so as to supply for circulation through them the requi- 
site fluid with which, at the particular stage of the process, it may 
be required to treat the fibrous mass; jj are turntables for transfer- 
ring vehicles from one line of rails to another. Fig. 2 shows, in 
side elevation, one of the vehicles A and apparatus for supplying 
liquid or gas to its tank and causing it to circulate therethrough. 
Fig. 3 is a longitudinal section of the vehicle, Fig. 4 shows the ve-

hicle in transverse section; this figure also shows, partly in eleva- 
tion and partly in section, an arrangement of circulating apparatus 
and the manner of effecting connection between the same and the 
tank. Fig. 5 is a horizontal section on the line MN of Fig. 3. 
Fig. 6 shows, in end elevation, one of the vehicles A within a tun- 
nel, which is also shown in plan in Fig. 1. The vehicle A comprises 
a tank formed, say, of stone; it is provided with a removable cover 
k adapted, when in position, to be jointed at x to the sides y of the 
vehicle; and is mounted on wheels adapted to run on the rails 6, so 
as to travel along from place to place, as already stated. The tank 
is divided internally, by thin partitions, /, into cells m, and aper- 
tures n and n’ are formed in the tank floor and cover respectively ; 
the apertures m are connected by pipes o to a pipe p common to 
them; and the apertures n’ by pipes o' to a common pipe pf’. A 
convenient size of cell is, say, about 20 inches broad by 72 inches 
long by 84 inches high; but these dimensions may be somewhat 
varied, care being taken to avoid making individual cells so large 
as to contain a greater bulk of fibre than the circulating liquids and 
gases can effectually permeate and act upon. Testing holes are 
provided whereby samples can be withdrawn from the cells from 
time to time for ascertaining the strength of the gas or the state 
of the fibre at different stages of the process. 

As will be seen, whereas the tank may contain a large mass of 
fibre, each cell will hold only so much as may render its contents 
easily permeable by liquids and gases in circulation. 22 are bearers 
and gq are sieves or permeable diaphragms supported thereby. 
These sieves or diaphragms, which serve to retain the material un- 
der treatment while at the same time allowing the requisite fluid 
to pass, may advantageously be each composed of a pair of finely 
perforated plates of slate, with interposed small glass beads or 
broken flint, stone, or such like material. The sieves or diaphragms 
are kept in position by their own weight, or may be held down, as 
by wedging, the upper ones being removed when the cells require 
filling. An outlet r, formed in the side of each cell, above its lower 
sieve g, and normally closed by a removable cover s, permits of the 
material being removed after it has been completely treated. The 
mass, after the final operation, is preferably discharged, while in 
suspension in liquid, through the opening r of each cell; or it may, 
if desired, be discharged through a sluice valve and piping (not 
shown). For each operation the vehicle is placed in a convenient 
position adjacent to a source of liquid or gas supply and to circu- 
lating apparatus (such as a pump wu, for example) respectively, con- 
nection between the upper part of the tank and the circulating ap- 


paratus being made through a swivel pipe v and through the pipe 
p’, and between the lower part of the tank and the said apparatus 
through a telescopic joint p* and the pipe p, so that upon operating 
the circulator the fluid will be caused to circulate through the cells 
and among the fibre. In the course of circulation the liquid may 
be raised to or kept at the desired temperature by suitable means, 
such as a multitubular heater (not shown), through which it might 
be caused to pass on its way to or from the circulator. 

When, after a given operation (other than the final one), the 
waste or spent fluid has been discharged, and the contents of the 
cells have been rinsed or washed and sufficiently drained, the ve- 
hicle is detached and moved along the rails into position for the 
succeeding operation. 

For the operation which comprises exposure of the fibre to chlo- 
rine gas and so on fixed appliances are provided, which are made 
of appropriate materiaf ang of adequate capacity to cause the circu- 
lation of gas through all the cells of the tank as equally as possible. 
Fhe four-way valve w is for reversal of circulation, especially of 
the gases (but sometimes also of the liquids) and for insuring, as 
far as practicable, uniform treatment of all portions of the fibre. 
As an additional precaution against any escape of gas to the at- 
mosphere of the room or building, the whole vehicle may be envel- 
oped by a short tunnel 4 (Figs. 1 and 6) made of, or lined with, any 


suitable material, such for example as cement or brickwork, and 
provided at its ends with gas tight doors 5, of sheet metal lined 
with ebonite, tiles or the like. Rising or lowering of the doors is in 
the example effected by the aid of chains 7, pulleys 8 and balance 
weights 9. Before opening the doors to pass the vehicle into post- 
tion for the operation subsequent to that of treatment with chlo- 
rine gas, lime water may be sprinkled through pipes 6 within the 
tunnel, to wholly absorb the gas therein, which water may be col- 
lected and usefully employed elsewhere. After discharge of the 
treated material from its tank the vehicle A is returned along rails 


b' to the first apartment 1, in readiness to be utilized for treat- 
ment as described of a further portion of fibre. 

In some cases, instead of effecting chlorination of the fibre in 
one stage in one tank only, as before described, it might be ef- 
fected in two or more successive stages, in two or more tanks ar- 
ranged in series. Assuming three tanks to be so employed, low 
strength chlorine will at starting be supplied to the leading tank, 
and the gas (air and chlorine) will be circulated for a short time 
therethrough, and then led to the next tank of the series, be cir- 
cufited therethrough, and then similarly passed rearward to the 
third tank, by which time so little chlorine will be left that the un- 
treated fibre in the third tank will rapidly absorb it, thus leaving 
air or inert gas only. Meanwhile the leading tank will receive a 
second charge of gas, which may be a stronger charge, and which, 
after short circulation, will, as before, be passed on to the second 
tank, and thence to the third tank, wherein it will be wholly ab- 
sorbed, and so on. When the fibre in the leading tank has received 
sufficient chlorination, water must, as hereinbefore described, be ad- 
mitted to replace the chlorine gas which will be wholly removed or 
forced out of the leading tank by the water and caused to enter the 
second tank. Each vehicle is now progressed a stage, the leading 
one is passed into position, for thorough washing of the fibre in 
its tank by circulation of water, and a further vehicle containing 
fibre previously prepared for chlorination by the boiling and wash- 
ing operations is caused to follow up to reform the series. Such 
a continuous method of chlorination, practically speaking, will in- 
sure the total absorption of the chlorine gas employed, as the con- 
tents of the tank containing the untreated or less treated fibre will 
effectually absorb any gas that may have escaped absorption in the 
previous tanks. In some cases, however, the employment of two 
successive tanks may be found to suffice for effecting practically 
complete absorption of the chlorine. 

As will be seen, in the manufacture of cellulose according to 
this iivention, the necessary control is secured of (1) the 
amount of chlorine brought into intimate contact with the fibre; 
(2) the period during which the chlorine is caused to act, and 
(3) the strength and temperature of the acting gas. Thus ex- 
cessively intense action of gas is obviated, waste thereof is pre- 
vented, and the production of high quality cellulose fibre is insured. 
It is to be understood that the heating appliances, controlling 
valves and other fittings provided in connection with the liquid and 
gas supplying appliances and tanks may be of any appropriate kind, 
such as will enable the requisite temperatures to be imparted to the 
fluid to be employed and the quantity, direction of circulation and 
periods of action upon the fibre under treatment to be controlled. 
The patentee states that he is aware that for bleaching and dyeing 
purposes it has been proposed to treat yarn, netting, gauze, woven 
fabric and the like, in the form of spools or bales, with liquids and 
chlorine in portable apparatus arranged to travel on rails and to 
provide in connection therewith stationary appliances with the view 
of quickly effecting connection with the portable vessels containing 
the goods; but that owing to the narrow limits within which certain 
of the reagents can be successfully employed and the peculiar physi- 
cal change to be effected in the material under treatment the eco- 
nomical and effectual conversion of unspun raw vegetable fibre into 
cellulose on a commercial scale, which he has succeeded in accom- 
plishing by the present invention, involves the practical solution of

Taking Mt. Holly’s Inventory. 


An inventory of the stock of the Mt. Holly 
Paper Company is being taken by Charles 
H. Mullin and James A. Steese, who were 
appointed receivers, and they hope to file a 
report within a few days. Both of the re- 
ceivers are under bond, the Cumberland 
County Court requiring $300,000. Both the 
receivers are officers of the company. The 
Mt. Holly mills manufacture a high grade 
of goods, and it is expected that the assets 
of the company will greatly exceed the lia- 
bilities. The first paper mill was built at 
Mt. Holly by Joseph Knox, John McClure 
and William Barber, about 1812, on the site 
occupied by W. A. and A. Foster Mullin. 
This mill passed into the hands of Sampson 
Mullin, grandfather of CharleS H. Mullin, 
and was destroyed by fire December 25, 
1846, being rebuilt by William H. Mullin. 
About 1825 Samuel Given built a_ brick 
factory for making cotton goods. This mill 
was afterward converted into a paper mill 
by Robert and Samuel Given. In 1864 this 
mill was also burned. It was succeeded by 
the Lower mill, built in 1863. The Mt. 
Holly Paper Company was incorporated in 
1867, the incorporators being Samuel Kemp- 
ton, William B. Mullin, S. Megargee, Rob- 
ert and Samuel Given. Shortly after its or- 
ganization William B. Mullin withdrew 
from the company, and was succeeded by 
his eldest son, Charles H. Mullin. The 
Holly mills are among the largest in the 
State, consisting of two very large buildings, 
and employ several hundred hands. The 
tract of land known as Mt. Holly Park is 
also owned by the paper company.

PAPER.—In the New York market the business moving was 
of a very satisfactory volume, despite the rather quiet aspect of 
the trade, which has made sales appear smaller than they really 
are. In conjunction with the apparent lack of activity, the market 
situation continues to suffer from the fact that prices, generally 
speaking, do not show any improvement as the season advances. 
The continued low prices on nearly all grades of paper, with the 
exception of Manilas and Fibres, have made the market appear 
somewhat discouraging. With the demand increasing, and all 
other lines of trade flourishing, the fact that quotations are so low 
cannot be accounted for. Although prices are considered very low, 
the manufacturers are nevertheless showing their confidence in 
the upward movement by refusing to accept contracts for future 
delivery, on the basis of present prices. Their predictions are 
based on the increasing cost of raw materials and the general 
prosperity of the country. The dealers are all satisfied with the 
volume of business being handled, and, although they complain of 
lack of activity, they all agree that conditions are very favorable. 
In regard to the various grades of paper, there appears to be no 
material change over last week. Manilas and Fibres are moving 
very well under the advanced prices. News is showing up pretty 
good, as a result of the increased demand, but prices have not 
improved much, although some manufacturers claim they are 
stiffening. Book papers remain very low in price, although the 
demand has improved considerably. Writings, Bonds and Ledgers 
are in better demand. Rope papers are moving very well, and 
prices are firm. The various grades of Box Boards are in good 
demand at the advanced prices. Tissues are improved somewhat, 
but prices are still very weak. We quote:
